Germans Defiant As Allies Protest Treaty 


IN FORMAL NOTE 
ALLIES GONDEMIN 
GERMANY'S ACTION 


As Hot Words Are Ex- 
changed Between Pow- 
ers, Europe Is Faced by 
Dangerous Situation.

HINT THAT GERMANY 
SHOULD LEAVE GENOA 


But Berlin Delegates Re- 
tort That They Have 
Merely Acted in Own 
Best Interests.

Genoa, April 18.—With allied and 
German leaders angrily exchanging 
hot words over the signing of the 
Russo-German treaty, the European 
situation holds more dynamite than at 
any time since Versailles. 

“The allies in a formal memorandum 
condemn Germany for concluding a 
treaty secretly “behind the backs of 
their colleagues.” The Germans bold- 
ly retort that they deliberately signed 
the treaty because the allies were leavy- 
ing them ou tof their Russian nego- 
tiations. 

The allied note takes the position 
that the Germans have by their action 
renounced further participation in the 
Russian discussions. Whether the 
Germans will construe this as a sug: 
gestion that they withdraw from the 
conference remains to be seen. :

The allied memorandum, drawn by 
Lloyd George, is also signed by Bar- 
thou, of France; Facta, Italy ; Ishii, 
Japan; Theunis, Belgium; Benes, 
Czecho-Slovakia; Skirmunt, Poland; 
Nincic, Jugo-Slavia, and Diamondi, 
Rumania. 

Italy, it is learned, at first protest- 
ed that the note was too strong in 
tone, but it was finally adopted 
unanimously. 

Judging from Rathenau’s statement 
to the press, Germany is satisfied 
with ber Russian achievement and 
may now decide to accept the allied 

views meekly as a mild rebuke and 
continue at Genoa rather than risk 
further condemnation by withdrawing. 

Allied Note. 

The allied note says it was learned 
with astonishment during the first 
stages of the Genoa conference that 
Germany, without reference to the 
other powers, had secretly concluded a 
treaty with the soviets covering ques- 
tions which are at present the subject 
of negotiations between the represent- 
atives of Russia and all powers in- 

ted to the conference including Ger- 

oe The German chancellor, it is 
pointed out, declared at the opening 
session of the conference only a week 
ago that the German delegation would 
co-operate with other powers in solv 
ing the questions in a spirit of genuine 
loyalty and fellowship. 

The powers tnerefore express in the 
frankest terms their opinion that the 
conclusion of such an agreement while 
the coaference is in session is a vio- 
lation of the conditions Germany

Income of Federal Gov- 
ernment to Fall Far 
Short of Expenditures 
for 1923, He Says.

Washington, April 18.—A deficit of 

half a billion dollars for the fiscal 
year 1923 is predicted Sy Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon. 

“The ineome of the federal govern- 
ment during the year will fall short 
by that amount of meeting the de- 
mands on the.tfeasury, Mellen. bas}. 
informed Chairman McCumber, of the 
senate finance committee, and Chair- 
man Fordney, of the hotise ways and 
means committee. 

Melon ventures no opinion as [0 
how this huge deficit should be met.) 
As recently. pointed out,by the writer, | 
however, opinion is gaining some 
ground in responsible quarters that 
imposition of new taxes may be neces- 
sary. ‘Ihe government’s income has 
shrunk materially; expenditures have 
not declined in an equal amount. So 
if the budget is to be balanced, it will 
have to be through new taxation. 

Temporary Measure. 

The present revenue law, it will be 
recalled, was termed a_ temporary 
measure by high officials at the time 
of its enactment. 

Expenditures during the fiscal year 
1923, which starts July 1 next, will 
be $3,657,000,000, according to Mel- 
lon’s estimates. Receipts during the 
same period will be $3,298,000,000. 
This is an excess of expenditures of 
$359,000,000. In addition, there wiil 
be $125,000,000 accumulated interest 
of war savings stamps January 1,

DEBT COMMISSION 
HOLDS FIRST SESSION 


Will Negotiate First 
With Britain in Regard 
to Payment of War, 
Debts Due.

Washington, April 18.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The first 
steps taken today toward refunding 
the $11,000,000,000 war debts owed 
this nation by the allies, supplemented 
by the news of the German-Russian 
treaty which came near precipitating 
serious trouble in the Genoa confer- 
ence, came coincident to a sharp 
statement by government officials 
here that this government is not in- 
debted in the slightest degree to the 
soviet government of Russia or to any 
government which may succeed that 
regime. 

First, the organization of the re- 
cently created refunding commission 
was primarily perfunctory. The com- 
mission faces one of the most gigantic 
financial undertakings in history. 
Never before has» any nation ever | 
held’ such an améyut of TO U's of 
other nations. Sétretary Mellon, as 
chairman, presided at the first meet- 
ing which included Secretaries Hughes 
and Hoover, and Senator Smoot and 
Congressman Burton. All members 
agreed to negotiate first with Great 
Britain. They will not wait, how- 
ever, until after completion of those 
arrangements before taking the mat- 
ter up with the other powers—chief- 
ly France, Italy and Belgium. 

Views on Treaty. 

As to the Russo-German treaty the 
delegates of these nations at Genoa 
doubtless thought that a very s:-1rt 
trick had been played when it was 
announced that a treaty supplanting | 
that of Brest-Litovsk had been ne- 
gotiated on Sunday, but their elation 
over. the arrangement taken secretly 
without the knowledge of the allied 
powers is likely to be brief. For the 
i imediate reaction of the allies to 
this procedure is one of sharp and 


indignant disapproval, and the status 
of Germany and Russia at the con- 
ference is rendered decidedly insecure 
in consequence.

WICKHAM STEED SAYS GERMANS VIOLATED RULES

Genoa, April 18.—The Germans and 
the oe have jointly adminis- 
tered a formidable kick at the confer- 
ence. The significance of this proceed- 
ing is self-evident. The Germans, who 
accepted the Cannes resolutions, violat- 
ed them and stabbed the conference 
in the back. In justification of their 
conduct they pleaded that they were 
invited to the conference on a footing 
of equality but were thrust aside while 
the convening powers negotiated pri- 
vately with the bolsheviks. The bol- 
sheviks give no explanation for the 
moment but their motive is clear. They 
wish to smack the allies in the face and 
at the same time try to force the hands 
of the conference as regards de jure 
recognition and cancellation of debts. 

Rakowski made no attempt to con- 


| ceal his delight while Litvinoff, con+ 


versing with a representative of The 
Times, also adopted a triumphant tone. 
He claimed repeatedly that the allies 
lost the war against bolshevism and 
must take the consequences. Though 
the bolsheviks, he declared, may not 
insist on allied recognition of their lia 
bility for 2,400,000,000 pounds in 
gold, the bolsheviks will not recede 
very far from their stand and if the 
allies are recalcitrant, the soviet wiil 
leave them to stew in their own juice. 

But this is no moment for hair- 
splitting. -The fact is that the Ger- 
man-bolshevik plans were laid before 
the conference met. Lloyd George’s 
attempt to sidetrack these plans and 
arrange a private settlement with the 
bolsheviks gave both the bolsheviks 
and the Germans a knife by the han- 
die. And they have used it to inflict 
what may prove a deadly wound toe 
the whoie nebulous British plan for 
the reconstruction of Europe whico 
the conference was convened to sanc- 
tion.

Mayor Key refused the invitation 
to uphold the Choate charter, on the 
ground that joint discussion would 
“inject personalities, precipitate a 
row, and not be conducive to that sane 
and complete consideration that ought 
to be given each plan.” 

Position of Watkins. 
Mr. Watkins took the view that 


“the questions involved are imper- 
sonal and can be, and should be, dis- 
cussed from the standpoint of the 
merits or the demerits of the char- 
ters themselves. There is no reuson 
for any personal references, but there 
is much reason that the people should 
carefully study all of the proposals. 
A joint discussion will necessarily 
bring out what is good in each pro- 
posal and will aid in arousing in- 
terest and cause people to study the 
plan,” 

Councilman Ashley objected to Wes- 
ley Memorial church as the proposed 
place of the debate, stating that “I 
will not lend my presence to any po- 
litical meeting, where a church that is 
dedicated to God s2a'l be prostituted 
to political purposes, no matter how 
important the occasion.”

Gilbert, former 
county commiss‘oner, and John Armi- 
stead, son of the late T. M. Armistead, 
veteran tax receiver, whose death oc- 
curred 1recently. 

The special eiection was for the 
purpose cf filling the unexpired term 
of T. M. Armistead. Mr. Abbott's 
total of votes smounted to almost 
double tLe combined votes of his op- 
ponents, Dr. Giinert running second 
and Jctn Armistead tailing the 
ticket. 

Final Keturns, 

The firal returns secured by The 
Constitution show the vote to stand as 
follows: 

Abbott 3,825, Gilbert 2,439, Armi- 
stead 1.863. 

Virlyn B. Moore, member of the leg- 
iskature and former member of the 
board of education, was unopposed for 
the office of county commissioner te 
succeed Dr. -Gilbert 

Abbott swept the country precincts, 
winning almost double the number of 
the combined votes of his opponents.

fifth ward B, where 110 out of 160 
votes went into Lis column. 

Dr. Gilbert ran a creditable race in 
all the ¢.ty precincts, Armistead com- 
ing third in practieally all cases ex- 
cept the eighth ward, where he ran 
with cousiderabis strength and swept 
the ward. 

Voting was said to have been the 
lightest in the records ~of Fulton 
county. A total of over 38.000 
citizens was qua'fied to vote, and 
only 8,157 visited the polls during the 
day. 

Failure to vote was ascribed to the 
heavy downpour of rain that swept 
the city early Tuesday morning and 
was followed by generally forbidding 
skies throughout the day. 

Country Precinets. 

In the country precincts Abbott 
ran far abead of Gilbert and Armi- 
stead, his vote being almsot double the 
combined votes of his two opponents, 

The total of ballots in the country 
precincts was as follows: Abbott, 
453; Armistead, 54; Gilbert, 362, 

Abbott carried fourteen of the sev- 
enteen country precincts, Gilbert car-

From the _  choatic conditions 
through which the civillized nations 
of the world have passed during the 
last decade will come a new order or 
brotherly love, a spirit of co-operation 
and desire for greater individual free- 
dom, according to Dr. Sherwood Eddy, 
noted evangelist and student of inter- 
national relations, at a conference on 
evangelism at the First: Baptist 
ehurch Tuesday. 

Several hundred persons attended the 
all day conference which was held un; 
der the auspices of the Evangelieal 
Ministers’ association, the Christian 
Council and the committee on Church 
Co-operation. Dr. Eddy spoke at the 
morning, afternoon, nad evening  ses- 
sions, his subjects showing that he had 
devoted much thought and study to 
present day conditions. 

“In spite of the industrial and polit- 
ical unrest in virtually all sections of 
the world,” declared Dr. Eddy, “‘indi- 
cations point toward an upward trend 
and the world stands on the threshola 
of a new era of religious activity and 
social evolution. 

“The old order of lust, materialism, 
and militarism is rapidly passing.” he 
continued,“‘and a new order of brother- 
ly love is replacing it. God is still at 
work in the world and our only hope 
is that we turn to Him for guidance 
in our present hours of need.” 

Dr. Eddy declared that in his trav- 
els of Europe recently where he studied 
economic conditions and international 
omens, evidence pointed to a slow

Also, it is true 
that troops were sent to Siberia and 
that they operated for a time from 
Viadivostok, but in- doing this the 
American government incurred no lia- 
bility, it is stated. Troops were sent 
in the one instance to co-operate with 


Russians who were then fighting on |} 


the side of the allies. They were sent 
in the second instance to protect 
American property at Viadivostok and 
to safeguard the withdrawal — of 
Czecho-Slovak troops which had been 
fighting with the Russian armies 
against the central powers. 

The two operations were recognized 
war measures and were entirely in 
keeping with the recognized practices 
of war, this government holds. No 


-act was committed by these troops, 


it is added, which provides the ground

for a claim against the United States. 
And it may be assumed that if the 
Russians set up such a claim aga» 
America through official ——a 
reply of the United States will 
sharp and decisive rejection of that 
claim. 

The previous administration recog- 
nized no liability as a result of the 
Russian expeditions, and this admin- 
istration, it apears, takes the same 
position. 

Owes U. S. $250,000,000. 

The Russian nation owes the Unit- 
ed States more than $250,000,000, 
borrowed after America entered the 


war. This money for the most part 
was loaned to the Kerensky regime, 
and practically all of it was expended 
in this country for war supplies. For 
this amount the United States holds 
the demand notes of the Russians. 
The soviet government has never rec- 
ognized or agreed to pay that debt. 
There has been no pressure on that 
regime to pay, but if Russia agrees

If the commonsense of America could 
express itself officially, would this 
government not have its rightful place 


at Genoa today? 

Certainly it would! | 

It’s failure to be there is the most 
striking illustration of the non-rep- 
rentative character of a government 
supposed to have been founded upon 
the bed-rock of democracy that has 
occurred since this nation has been a 
republic, 

As I write the Daughters of the 
American Revolution are gathering. 
from every state and section, to con- 
fer, under the protecting wings of a 
capital wrought from the blood and 
sacrifices of crusaders for personal 
liberty and popular government. 

And yet—groping, as we are in the 
gloom of world-wide financial and in- 
dustrial and commercial and trans- 
port chaos, common alike to all the na- 
tions—we refuse to enter into a con- 
ference that has for its only purpose 
the restoration of the machinery of 
international trade.

And yet.the United States is ab- 
sent.

HEALTH TALKS

PASTY FACE. 
Too much candy, sugar, ice cream 
or cake makes the face pasty and 
pale. [ just hate to admit this, chil- 


dren, You know I have stood nobly 
behind ‘you, at the candy counter, 
these many seasors. I'll stand behind 
anybody at a eandy counter if he’l, 
take the hint and buy. But candy and 
the pressure brought to bear on me 
by some influectial and really good 
child specialists compel me to tell this 
unpleasant truth here now. Too much 
sugar by many millions of pounds is 
consumed annually in this country. 

Understand mec, despite the theories 
of Harvard professors and New York 
specialists, we have no actual evi- 
dence that the cxcessivé consumption 
of sugar or sweets by children or 
adults :njuries ihe teeth or causes di- 
gestive troubles. 

An excessive amount of sugar in 
any form, cane or any other kind of 
sugar, taken in an artifically concen- 
trated state or in the original, natural 
state, by child or adult, tends to fix 
an excessive propertion of water in all 
the tissues of the body, muscle, bone, 
organs, skin or blood, thus producing a 
kind of water logged condition which 
amounts to a general handicap on 
health. lt make. you flabby. It keeps 
your bleod weak. It makes you look 
somewhat pale or pasty. It makes 
you tire too sasily. Many a child 
suffers gravely in this way and would 
be much benefited by a _ reasonable 
tempezance in the consumption of 
sweets--not prohibition or denial, just 
reasonabie temperance, The right time 
for the sweets, wbether they be cak,e 
cookies, candy, ice cream or what 
not, is dessert time and not piecing 
time or ‘tween meals at any old time. 

Many an adult whose diet is too 
liberal in all respects for an individ- 
ual of his age, height and physical ac- 
tivity (&s is uamistakably proved by 
over weight) will find that by a con- 
scientious .and intelligent restriction 
of all the carbohverates, and especially 
the sugar-containing items of his 
menu, rot only will his superfluous 
weight diminish but his general effi- 
ciency w'll show a gratifying gain be- 
cause his water logged system man- 
ages to rid itse!f of the excess of wa- 
ter when he stores less sugar.

—The United 
States department of «gricu!ture will 
take a pig census vt Georgia as one of 
fifteen leading swine producing states 
in America, on May 1 : 
Approximately 300.000 farmers in 
Ohio, Indiana, ‘lreis. Iowa,  Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Miss uri, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnes»ta, South Dakota, 
Georgia, Alabama atd Mississipp! 
will be asked to tell the number of 
sows on their farms which farrowed 
between January 1 ane July 1. 1921, 


and also the number which fa wed 
between July 1 and Vecember 1,-1921. 
The fifteen states named are consid- 
ered to be representative of the entire 
country so far as 120s raising is con- 
cerned, and becaus- of this were 
chosen by the department as the states 
in which to take the swine census. 

That an accurate estimate of the 
»robable number of pixs on farms dur- 
ing 1922 will be of great value to hog 
raiscrs and to the consumers of pork 
and pork products is the emphatic 
opinion of all those whom the depart- 
ment has consulted 

Will Aid Raisers. 

Such information considered in con- 
nection with the estimated consump- 
tive demand will enable hog raisers 
to plan their operations and market- 
ing periods so that toe market supply 
will be more in accord with the de- 
mand than it has heen heretofore. 
This in turn will go a lng way toward 
stabilizing prices throughout the year

No individual 
or group of indivilduslg will be singled 
out in any manner. in fact, as soon 
as the cards are collected and tabu- 
lated all individua! ‘dertity will be 
completely lost. 

The questions a™e so arranged on 
the card questionnaire that the giving 
of all information asked for requires 
the notation of fizures and the name 
and address of the fa:mer only.

William R. Bowen was made chair- 
man of the meeting and briefly stated 
the object of the call and introduced 
Mr. Smith, formerly superintendent 
of the ill-fated railroad and‘at present 
manager of large business interests 
in Brunswick.

That the early sale by the United 
States court was imminent and that 
up to this time no bona fide pur- 
chaser of the road ag a going concern 
had made an appearance and may not 
do so, was the opinton of the speak- 
er. To forestall its sale as junk, the 
association proposes to organize a 
movement for the state to purchase 
the road and connect it with the 
W. & A., the state’s property. 

Ievesoiution. 

At the conclusion of the speaker’s 
address, the following resolution was 
introduced by A. J. McDonald: 

“Resolved, That the citizens of Fit«- 
gerald and Ben Hill county, in con- 
vention assembled, do hereby indorse 
in principle the proposed purchase of 
the A., B. & A. railway by the state 
of Georgia, as.an extension to the 
state road and for its protection, and 

“Whereas, a meeting has been call- 
ed for the purpose of perfecting the 
details for a statewide campaign to 
secure the co-operation of all Georgia 
to this proposed purchase, we extend 
an invitation to senators, represent- 
atives and. the legislature and the 
people of Georgia to meet with us in 
Fitzgerald on that date.” 

A resolution also was adopted in- 
viting Henry Ford to the meeting 
and urging congress to accept his 
proposition for Muscle Shoals. Judge 
OQ. T. Gower also spoke indorsing the 
movement, and a committee of 25 
was appointed to make the arrange- 
ments for the entertainment. of the 
mass meeting on May 4, when 5,000 
visitors are expected to attend.

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REGARDING WINDOW DRAPERIES 


Have we of this generation better 
taste than people had a generation 
ago? | 

Or does it just seem better taste be- 
cause it is our taste? 

There are many directions in which 
it seems to me that we, the people, as 
a whole commit fewer offenses against 
the laws of beauty and taste, but there 
is one matter in which I am sure we 
do better, and that is in our choice of 
window draperies. 

Do you remember the heavy lace 
curtains that were the ideal of a gen- 
eration ago? We didn’t all have them 
in our parlors, to be sure, but the 
rich had them. The poor had cheap 
imitations, and the class between 
hoped to have the real thing some 
day when its ship came in, 

And weren't they the most hideous, 
futile, dusty, unlovely things for which 
the heart of woman ever longed, or 
the labor of man was ever spent? 

I am a great student of window 
draperies. By their curtains you shall 
know them is one of my firm tenets. I 
think there is nothing else about a 
house as seen from the outside that 
so surely indexes those who dwell 
within as the window draperies, And 
it is a great joy to me to see how the 
public taste is improving on this point. 


To Be Pitied, Not Blamed. 

Recently I walked down one of the 
finest streets in one of our big cities, 
taking special note of the window 
draperies. I saw but three samples of 
the heavy lace curtain, and two of 
these were in houses whose general 
appearance was one which indicated 


that the occupants were probably us- 
ing the same curtains they had 20 


years ago and were, therefore, more 
to be pitied than blamed. 

For the rest, there were many types 
of curtains, mostly of the sheer soft 
materials that fall in beautiful lines, 
do not shut out the sun, and give 
themselves readily to washing. A few 
had lace motifs in them, but these 
were exceptions. Most of the upstairs 
curtains were muslin, many of them 
with the simple little ruffle edging. 


And all this on a street where the 
homes must cost from $20,000 to 
$50,000 ! 

Taste More Important Than Cost. 

I spoke of the window drapery as 
indexing the character of the dweller 
in the house to him who looks at it 
from the outside. I also think thar 
there is no one detail that has more 
effect on the character of a room seen 
from the inside than. the draperies. 
And the happy part of it all is that 
taste and not cost is the most im- 
portant factor in obtaining a charming 
effect. 

As I call to mind window draperies 
I have loved, these are some that 
come first to mind. Some stunning 
effects in a little inn in fish net, dyed 
by the artistic proprietor to match 
the color schemes of the various din- 
ing rooms and living rooms; scrim 
embroidered in old blue; unbleached 
cotton with a tiny touch of yellow 
and green in a bedroom; yellow cur- 
tains with green overhangings in a 
handsome drawing room (this may 
not sound attractive, but it really was 
wonderfully so, as the yellow and 
green were the exact shades of the pot 
of jonquils that stood on the window 
sill and gave a suggestion of spring 
to the room); blue check gingham 
curtains, with a red geranium on the 
sill, in a kitchen in which red and 
blue were made the predominant 
colors. 

Enduring Fashions, 

Of all these curtains the only ones 
that were costly were the yellow silk 
with the green overhangings. The 
blue gingham cost 20 cents a yard. 

There are some old fashions that I 
cannot believe we shall ever accept 
back. One is the skirt that almost 
touches the ground and makes walk- 
ing an effort and gathers to itself a 
rich harvest of dust and germs. The 
other is the heavy, ugly, light-absorb- 
ing lace curtain.

MELLON PREDICTS 


$500,000,000 DEFICIT | 


Continued From First Page. 
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1923. When this is added, the total is 
$484,000,000. 1 

But that is not all. Mellon’s figures 
do not take into account possible ex- 
penditures as the result of a soldier 
bonus, a ship subsidy, or increased 
rivers and harbors appropriations. The 
ship subsidy would add $50,000,000 ; 
the bonus $75,000,000; rivers and har- 
bors increases approved by the house 
already amount to $25,000,000. So 
there is $150,000,000 more, which it 
seems likely congress will spend. 

Total $634,000,000. 
The total deficit, with the addition 
this figure, is increased to 
$634,000,000. 3 

Mellon explained that most of the 
important appropriation bills for 
1923 remain to be enacted, and it is, 
therefore, impossible to estimate with 
precision just what will be spent. 
But such figures as were available 
have been checked with the depart- 
ments concerned. Appropriations do 
not furnish an accurate gauge of 
what a department will expend, in 
any event, so it is probable Mellon's 
figures are reasonably accurate. 

Some assistance may be expected 
from payments of interest by the 
British government, but Mellon is not 
sure of that. He said: ‘The treas- 
ury hag not had any official notifica- 
tion that interest will be paid in that 
year (1923) on the British obliga- 
tions held by the United States, 
though there have been several offi- 
cial announcements in Great Britain 
of an intention to include that item 
of expenditure in the British budget 
for the current fiscal year.” 

Figures on Payments. 

Despite the lack of official assur- 
ances from Britain, Mellon figures 
on payments of about $200,000,000, 
in arriving at his estimated deficit. 
If the payments are not forthcoming, 
the deficit would be increased hy 
just that amount. Mellon took into 
account also an indicated shrinkage 
in internal revenue’ collections of 
about $215,000,000; an _ estimated 
shrinkage in bank franchise receipts 
of about $25,000,000: estimated ‘ col- 
lections by the war finance corpora- 
tion of $200,000,000; and estimated 
additional expenditures for the rail- 
roads of $206,000.000. 

For the current fiscal year, Mellon 
stated, an excess of expenditures over 
receipts of $47,000,000 is indicated, 
where formerly it was figured there 
would be a deficit of $24,468,000. This 
apparently is largely due to the post- 
ponement of railroaec payments from 
the current year to tne year of 1923.

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REED SAYS WILSON 


HAS INSULTED nil 


Washington, April 18.—Declaring 
he had been “personally insulted” by 
former President Wilson, Senator 
Reed, democrat, Missouri, in a formal 
statement today asserted Mr. Wilson's 
memory was shown to be “sadly de- 
ficient” wy his letter to The St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, saying the Missouri 
senator had opposed passage of the 
federal reserve act. 

“Those who know the amiable and 
polite Wilson of 1913,” Senator Reed’s 
statement said, “will hardly credit 
him with. having personally insulted 
a senator representing a great state, 
however humble that senator may be. 
Those who know me well will scarce- 
ly believe that I would tamely submit 
to a gross insult even from so great 
a man as Mr. Wilson was at that 
time ” . : : 

Painful, Says Reed. 

“Any controyersy with former Pres- 
ident Wilson tinder existing circum- 
stances is necessarily painful,’ con- 
tinued the senator. “But as much as 
I regret the necessity, I nevertheless 
feel that the public is entitled to know 
the truth and the whole truth.” 

Senator Keed challenged the inter- 
pretation placed by Mr. Wilson in his 
letter to the St. Louis newspaper jto 
the effect that a letter written by Lee 
Meriwether, a friend of Senator Read, 
conveyed the impression that Mr. Wil- 
son and Mr. Reed held the same prin- 
ciples and policies. 

“A mere reading will convince any 
candid mind that the Meriwether ar- 
ticle was not ‘intended’ to create the 
impression that former President Wil- 
son and myself held the same ideals 
or that I was claiming to have his in- 
dorsement,” said Mr. Reed. 
contrary, the Meriwether article plain- 
ly sets forth that I had differred 
from the president on many ocvasions 
and that I had pursued an independ- 
ent course.” 

Senator Keed_ recalled the letter 
written by Mr. Wiison in 1913 to sus- 
tain Mr. Meriwether’s contention that 
the former president hud commended 
him for his legislative service in con- 
nection with*the federal reserve act. 
He added that in this respect Mr. 
Wilson’s recollection is sadly defi- 


cient.” . 


. Bank Controversy. | 

“Mr. Wilson states that L opposed 
every possible objection to the com- 
pletion and adoptior of the banking 
and currency bill,’ Senator Reed con- 
tinued. “Lhe fact is the principal 
dispute between the presidént and my- 
self regarding that bill arose over the 
question whether the financial and 
business interests of the country 
should be given the privilege of com- 
ing before the senate banking commit- 
tee and express their views regarding 
the pending legislation. At this time 
the national banks were almost. in re- 
volt. Many of them were preparing 
to surrender their charters. I insist- 
ed upon hearings. As a result of 
these hearings and discussion in the 
democratic caucus and in the senate, 
the bill was amend:d 561 times. The 
chairman of the committee who had 
opposed hearings offered 234 of these 
amendments. The ‘ill wes amended 


the caucus a large number of times 
and as it finally passed the senate, 
only 683 lines of the original 2,000 
remained intact and unchanged. 

“I helped to make these changes. 
And when the bill came before the 
senate I defended it upon the floor. 
After the bill had been thus amended,

DISPUTE OVER 
ALLEGED LETTER. . 

St. Louis, Apri] 18.—Lee Meriweth- 
er, attorney, and supporter of Sen- 
ator James A. Reed, today repeated 
his statement that he had seen a copy 
of a letter by. former President Wil- 
son praising Reed’s attitude on the 
federal reserve bill, which the former 
executive last night denied existed 
after he recently had read Meriweth- 
er’s statement in The Globe-Demo- 
crat. 

Meriwether said he also had seen a 
letter from William G. McAdoo, son- 
in-law of Wilson, written when Mr. 
McAdoo was secretary of the treas- 
ury, commending Reed’s work on the 
federal reserve ill. 

Meriwether’s statement follows: 

“When the league of nations fight 
was on in 1919, and while there was 
much criticism of Senator Reed in 
public prints because of his opposi- 
tion to the league pact, I asked Sen- 
ator Reed what he. had to say in re- 
ply to the charge that he was always 
knocking the president. 

‘The senator mentioned several im- 
portant measures in which he had co- 
operated with the president. one of 
the measures being the federal re- 
serve act. | 

“He called his secretary, Don Hunt, 
and told him to ‘show Meriwether 
those letters.’ 

“In substantiation of Senator 
Rerd’s claim that he had received the 
approbation of the president for. his 
work on the federal reserve bill, Hunt 
produced from the senator’s files first 
a letter from Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, in which McAdoo very 
warmly commended and thanked Sen- 
ator Reed for his work he had done 
in perfecting the federal reserve bill. 
Hunt then producad another letter of 
the same general purport written op 
white house stationery and signed by 
Woodrow Wilson. | 

“IT made the same statement in a 
speech before 10,000 people at the 
Coliseum during the league of nations 
fight and I was never challenged from 
any source ”

parallel columns of The Globe-Demo- 
crat here today.
